Over a nation’s obligations to premote the 
welfare of the masses of its people. This 
is a debt higher and more binding than 
all other debts and one that is not only 
dishonest but treasonable to ignore. 
Gold Standard and Paniecs. 

“The land and its products are the basis 
of all developments and prosperity. The 
productive capacity of a country must be 
the basis of its credit. In opposing the 
policy of contraction which must inevita- 
bly depreciate the value of land and its 
products we are the supporters of property 
rights and sound credit. and stand be- 
tween the homes and estates of the peo- 
ple and the red flag of the auctioneer. 

“The policy of gold monometallism has 
been characterized by repeated and disas- 
trous financial panics. The farmers have 
found their prosperity and independence 
constantly waning under its blighting in- 
fluence. Manufacturers are interested to 
oppose it, for they find prices of sale fall- 
ing below the cost of production. Mer- 
chants should oppose it, for with falling 
prices they are often compelled to sell for 
less thari they paid ‘for !manufactured 
goods. Neither manufacturer nor mer- 
chant can prosper unless the mass of con- 
Sumers realize such prices for their prod- 
ucts and labor as supply themselves liber- 
ally with the necessities and luxuries of 
life, nor can the wage-earner prosper, for 
under depressed conditions there is less 
and less competition for his labor. 

“The democratic party is the traditional 
friend and champion of bimetallism. Its 
Strength and power and popularity has 
been largely built up on its steadfast oppo- 
sition to the demonetization of silver and 
its record of unwearied effort to restore 
it to its historic place as a full money 
metal equal with gold. The effort at this 
late day to make it par excellence the 
champion of gold monometallism, the ene- 
my of the policy it has upheld, and the 
defender of the crime it has denounced is 
an effort to dishonor its record, its prom- 
ises and its principles. The moment the 
democratic party is forced into this posi- 
tion it heaps obloquy on its own past and 
crowns its great adversary with glory and 
honor. 

Free Coinage Demanded. 

‘Duty to the people requires that the 
party of the people continue the battle for 
bimetallism until its efforts are crowned 
with success; therefore, be it 

‘Resolved, That the democratic party, in 
national convention assembled, should de- 
mand the free and unlimited coinage of 
Silver and gold into primary or redemp- 
tion money at the ratio of 16 to 1 without 
waiting for the action or approval of any 
other nation. 

“Resolved, That it should declare its ir- 
revocable opposition to the substitution for 
a metallic money aé_é panic-breeding-cor- 
poration-credit currency based on a single 
metal, the supply of which is so limited 
that it can be cornered at any time by a 
few banking institutions in Europe and 
«.merica. 

‘Resolved, That it should declare its op- 
position to the policy and practice of sur- 
rendering to the holders of the obligations 
of the United States the option reserved by 
the law to the government of redeeming 
such obligations in either silver coin or 
gold coin. 

‘“‘Resolved, That it should declare its op- 
position to the issuing of interest-bearing 
bonds of the United States in time of peace, 
and especially to placing the treasury of 
the government under the control of any 
syndicate of bankers and the 
bonds to be sold by them at an enormous 
profit for the purpose of supplying the fed- 
eral treasury with gold to maintain the 
policy of gold monometallism. 

“With a view to securing the adherence 
to a readoption of the democratic financial 
policy above set forth by the democratic 
national convention to be assembled in 
1896, and of the nomination of a‘ candidate 
for the presidency well known to be in 
hearty sympathy ‘therewith, we hereby 
pledge our mutual co-operation, and ur- 
gently recommend our democratic brethren 
in all the states to act at once, to begin and 
vigorously and systematically 
the work of a thorough organization, and 
to this end the adoption of the plan of or- 
ganization herewith submitted is recom- 
mended. ° 
Plan of Organization. 

Mr. Hill, a Missouri, moved the adop- 
tion of the address and resolutions which 
Was agreed to by a unanimous vote. 

The plan of organization recommended by 
the committee was then outlined to the 
conference as follows: 

“Believing that a large majority of demo- 
cratic voters of the United States are in 
harmony with the sentiments expressed 
in the foregoing address and Knowing that 
a full and free expression of the'r views 
can only be ascertained and made effective 
through proper organized efforts, We recom- 
mend the following as a plan of organiza- 
tion: 

‘1, There shall be a national committee 
of democrats who are in favor of both gold 
and silver as the money of the const.tu- 
tion ‘which shall be composed of one demo- 
crat from each state and the executive 
committee hereinafter provided for. 

“9 That until otherwise ordered by the 
national committee Senators Harris, of 
Tennessee; Jones, of Arkansas; Turpie, of 
Indiana, and Hons. W. J. Stone, of M’s- 
souri, and W. H. Hinrichsen, of Illinois, 
be and are hereby constituted the executive 
committee and shal! have full power and. 
authority, and it shall be their duty, at as 
early a day as possible, to appoint the 
members of the nat.onal committee herein 
provided for and to fill vacancies in the 
same. 

“es That said national committee shall 
have full ¢ontrol and direction of the 
patriotic efforts of the bimetallic democrats 
of the nation to secure in the next demo- 
cratic convention, the maintenance of the 
time-honored principles and politics of the 
democratic party and when the national 
committee herein provided for is not in ses- 
sion the execut:ve committee shail have 
all the authority and discharge ail the 
duties hereby conferred upon the qational 
committee. 

“4 It shall be the duty of the member 
of the national committeemen from each 
state, immediately — his appointment, 
to take such steps as ne may deem best to 
organize the b:metallic forces of his state, 
and it is earnestly recommended that in 
each county and election precinct of each 
state bimetalHe democratic clubs be or- 
ganized and for the purpose he may ap- 
point such committees and canvassers as 
he may deem best. 

“= That fully realizing the fact that this 
nor any other plan of organization cannot 
be successful without hearty co-operat‘on of 
the voters themselves we urge upon every 
voter in every-state in the union who is 
in sympathy with this movement and who 
wishes to restore permanent prosperity to 
his home and country to lend his aid and 
influence to perfecting this organization 
and that each of them shall enroll him- 
self in such club.” 

By unanimous vote approval was given 
to the plan proposed. and the conference 
then, at 12:45, on mot-on of Senator Har- 
ris, adjourned sine dle. 

After the adjournment of the conference 
the executive committee provided for in 
the plan of organization held a two hours 
session, at which means of obtaining an 
efficient national committee was fully dis- 
cussed.

A STRONG EXECOTIVE COMMITTEE 


Democrats Prominentin Their Party 
Are at the Head. 


MR. LIVINGSTON AFTER MR, SMITH 


The Fifth’s Representative Makes Allusion 
to the Secretary’s Cordele Speect—Cur- 
tailment of the Veto Is Suggested. 


Washington, August 15,—(Special.)—In in- 
terest and enthusiasm, as well as in pro- 
miscuous interchange of views and agree- 
ment as to action, the conference of sil- 
ver leaders was a success, A ringing ad- 
dess to the democrats of the country 
was adopted urging them to stand ly the 
time-honored principles of the party and 
enroll themselves in the organization 
which is to be perfected for active and ag- 
gressive work. 

A strong executive committee was ep- 
pointed consisting of Senators Harris, of 
Tennessee; Jones, of Arkansas, and Turpie, 
of Indiana; Governor Stone, of Missourl; 
W. H. Hinrichsen, of Illinois, and Casey 
Young, of Tennessee, to carefully select 
from each state a representative free sil- 
ver democrat to make up the natiunal com- 
mittee which is to constitute the nucleus 
of the organization. There was but one 
sentiment at the conference—organize and 
fight. 

The speeches were all of a vigorous or- 
der, and words were not minced in the 
Characterization of the course of the ad- 
ministration. Representative Livingston, 
Harry Hill, of Missouri; Representative 
Fithian, of Illinois, and others poured hot 
shot into the administration, “Colonel Liv- 
ingston struck straight from the shoulder, 
He said the time had come for a new de- 
claration of independence, England has 
taken steps to conquer this country in a 
manner far more effective than if she had 
landed 2,000,000 armed men on our shores. 

“The most disgraceful thing this govern- 
ment has ever done was the contract with 
the Rothschilds to take care of this coun- 
try from last February until next October,” 
said Mr. Livingston. “I care nothing for 
the bagatelle of $10,000,000 we paid them 
to do it. We can pay it without a grin, 
it is the disgrace of the thing that hurts. 
A distinguished cabinet officer in my state 
the other day (Secretary Smith) said he was 
for sound money and state banks. Who- 
ever heard of such a combination? Sound 
money and state banks! Oil and water 
mixing! That same cabinet officer said in 
my presence a few days ago that he Was 
for free silver today’ at'1é to 1, and then 
he added, ‘but, boys, we can’t get it.’ 

A New Suggestion. 

“Why can’t we get it?’ I asked the sec- 
retary. 

“Let’s go after it. That’s the only way 
to do it.’’ 

A good deal of talk has been heard here 
during the conference of bringing forward 
at the next national convention a new prop- 
osition: that the next democratic candi- 
date pledge himself, or in some way com- 
mit himself in the event of election, not to 
exercise the veto power of his office in cases 
where he does not hold that the measure 
Presented for his, signature is in violation 
of the constitution, unless it is passed by 
the party in opposition, This proposition, 
it will be seen, goes to the very ioot of 
the silver question ag encountered by the 
democratic party. The complaint is that 
Mr. Cleveland has used his office to thwart 
the plain and honestly ascertained sense of 
the large majority of his party on the sil- 
ver question, and by an alliance with the 
republicans made majority action by his 
party when in congressional control impos- 
sible. This is the gravamen of; the silver 
indictment of him. By this action he not 
oriy conspired against his party, but get 
up the two-third rule instead of the ma- 
jority rule, for the party in congress, The 
threat of the presidential veto has for more 
than ten years alone defeated free coin- 
age. Congress, if left unawed by the exec- 
utive, would, at any time during that pe- 
riod, have written a free coinage Dill on 
the books. Even as things were, it more 
sian once, by its votes, showed that free 
coinage was the financial policy desired by 
a large majority of the representatives of 
the people. But the white house, with 
either Mr. Cleveland or General Harrison 
occupying it, was always in the way and 
had always to be considered. The silver 
democrats insist that this line of action oh 
the part of the executive is wholly at va- 
riance with the spirit of their party; that 
it exalts far beyond the original intention 
the veto power of the president, and that 
it has actually enabled Mr. Cleveland to 
set up and maintain a minority rule on the 
silver question, By joining the forces of a 
small minority of his own party with the 
republicans then in the minority, they hold 
that he knocked the last prop from under 
silver by the repeal of the purchasing clause 
of the Sherman act, and by the aid of the 
same minority combination has since pre- 
vented the enacting of any measure look- 
ing to the rehabilitation of silver. The sil- 
ver democrats insist that the procedure 
must stop; that the next president, if a 
democrat, must content himself with exer- 
cising only the legitimate influences of his 
office; and must permit the will of his party 
as expressed through a majority of its law- 
making representatives to prevail on all 
questions that do not involve differences of 
opinion on constitutional readings,

THE TEXAS IN 


COMMISSION, 


Ceremonies at Norfolk Navy Yard 
Yesterday. 

Norfolk, Va., August 15.—Today at 1:30 
o’clock the battleship Texas went into com- 
mission, Long before the appointed time 
quite @& number of persons were on the 


wharf to see the flag hoisted on a ship 
in which every resident of this vicinity 
feels a pride, she having been built mostly 
by local mechanics. 

About 1:30 o’clock Admiral Brown and the 
chief of the bureau of ordnance came down 
to the wharf. The sailors were then march- 
ed on board and were drawn up in line 
with the officers in front. At three blasts 
of the bugle the flag was run up and the 
band played “The tSar Spangled Panner,’’ 
while the marines were at present arms. 

Captain Glass, the commander, then step- 
ped forward, read the order of the depart- 
ment to Admiral Brown to place the ship in 
commission and that of Admiral Brown to 
tim. At the conclusion the executive offi- 
cers of the yard congratulated Captain 
Glass and the men were ordered to their 
quarters. 

The keel of the Texas was laid June 1, 
1889. The first plate was put on her June 
15, 1890, and five years later she was placed 
in commission, and is the finest ship in the 
navy.

MILLS DESTROYED BY FIRE. 


Corn and Wheat Mills Consumed. 
Loss Heavy. 

Winston, N. C,, August 12.—Alhert All- 
red’s woolen, corn and wheat mil's near 
Mountain City were destroyed by fire to- 
day. The fire originated in the picking 
room from a hot bex and everything was 
destroyed, including the building, machin- 
ery, manufactured stock and 2 pnafounds 
of custom weol. The loss is $25.000, ‘with no 
insurance.

FOURTEEN BODIES RECOVERED.

Queen Victoria’s Brief Speech Is Read 
in Both Houses, 


SALISBURY SPEAKS OF CHINA 


Rosebery Makesa Significant Re- 
mark About the Sultan’s Country. 


DR. TANNER GREATES A SENSATION 


He Refuses To Obey the Speaker and Has 
To Be Ejected—He Would 
Not Retract. 


London, August 15.—The queen’s speech 
Was read to the members of parliament 
today. It was as follows: 


‘““My lords and gentlemen, the communi- 
cations which I receive from foreign pow- 
ers assure me of the continuance of their 
good will. I am happy to siy that no 
international complication has arisen in 
any quarter that is calcuiated to endanger 
the peace of Europe. The war between 
China and Japan, which was in progress 
at the opening of the last session, has been 
brought to a close by a peace, which, I 
trust, will be enduring. I have observed 
strict neutrality during the war and have 
not taken any action in respect thereto, 
except such as appeared likely to be favor- 
able to a termination of hostilities. 

“I deeply regret to say that most atroci- 
ous outrages upon a body of English mis-

sionaries have been reported in the prov- 
ence of. Fukten, China. In reply to,an 
earnest representation addressed to the 
Chinese government, by my direction, ac- 
tive measures, which, I trust, will prove 
effective, are being taken to punish the 
murderers and all who were in any degree 
responsible for these crimes. 

“Internal troubles which have broken out 
in the Armenian district of Asiatic Turkey 
have been attended with horrors which 
have moved the ind'gnation of the Chris- 
tian nations of Europe and my people gen- 
erally. My ambassador and the ambassa- 
dors of the emperor of Russia and president 
of the French republic, acting together, 
have suggested to the government of the 
sultan the reforms which, in their opin- 
ion, are necessary to prevent the recur- 
rence of constant disorder. These propo- 
sals are now being considered by the sultan 
and I am anxiously awaiting his decision. 

“S resolution has been passed by both 
houses of the parliament of the Cape of 
Good Hope proposing that the adjacent 
crown colony of Bechuamnaland should 
be incorporated with Cape Colony. I signi- 
fied that I was willing to consider favor- 
ably an act for the purpose, provided it 
contained proper safeguards to my in- 
terests and those of my native subjects, 
especially as regards their lands, the liquor 
traffic and the maintenance of their own 
system of justice. I received satisfactory 
assurance on these matters and an act 
has been passed by the cape parliaments 
which, I have every reason to expect, will 
fulfill my requirements. 

“Gentlemen of the house of commons, the 
estimates for the year which were not 
voted by the last parliament will be laid 
before you. 

“My lords and gentlemen, at this season 
of the year it will probably be found more 
convenient to defer until another session 
the consideration of any important legisla- 
tive matters except those necessary to 
provide for administrative charges of the 
year.” 

Read in the House of Commons. 

The commission to read the queen’s 
speech consisted of Lord Halsbury, the 
lord chancellor, the duke of Portland, 
‘the earl of Lathom, Viscount Gross and 
| Lord Balfour, of Burleigh. All were at- 
tired in their scarlet and ermine robes of 
> office. Lord Halsbury read the speech, 
while Speaker Gully and the members of 
the house of commons stood at the bar. 
When the reading was concluded the 
speaker and the other members of the 
house of commons retired to their own 
chamber. 

In the house of lords, the duke of Mar'!l- 
borough moved the address in reply to 
the queen’s speech, which motion was sec- 
onded by Lord Ampthill. 

The duke of Marlborough, in speaking to 
his motion, said that parliament had nev- 
er assembled under more hopeful or in- 
teresting circumstances. He referred to 
the cessation of the Chinese-Japanese* war 
and also to the acts of barbarism that had 
heen committed in China and Armenia. 
He then said: 

“It is not to be supposed that because 
Ireland is not mentioned in the queen's 
speech that that country is to be neg- 
lected. Antipathy against home rule does 
‘not mean that the government will not 
seek the social and industrial welfare of 
Ireland.” | 

He said he was glad to know that the 
ministers intended to introduce measures 
for the relief of agriculture. The duke 
concluded by saying that the country’s 
answer to the policy of demolition of the 
constitution beginning with the house of 
lords had been most emphatic. 

The speech was greeted with cheers. 

Lord Rosebery, the late premier, con- 
gratulated the duke of Marlborough and 
Lord Ampthill upon their speeches. He 
then said in regard to the outrages in Chi- 
ga that he would like to know whether 
the missionaries had returned to their 
posts after being warned not to go by the 
British minister to China. With  refer- 
ence to the Armenian outrages Lord Rose- 
bery declared that the recurrence of these 
horrors tended to shorten the life of the 
sultan’s government among civilized com- 
munities. 

Continuing he said that the absence in 


PUERTO PRINCIPE BESIEGED. 


Maxime Gomez with 6,500 Men Has 
Mello Hemmed In. 

New York, August 15.—Advices from Nue- 
vitas, Cuba, state that the town of Puerto 
Principe is besieged by General Maximo 
Gomez, with an army of five thousand men 
well armed, with one field piece and six 
hundred spearmen. The investment had 
lasted two weeks on August Sth, and the 
capitulation was expected at any moment. 

Spanish troops under Mello, made sorties 
on July 25th, 27th and 28th, and suffered a 
repulse each day, although on July 27th 
the Spaniards rallied after being driven un- 
der cover of the wooden forts outside the 
city, and made a charge upon the insur- 
gents. This final effort of the Spanish forces 
was made with great vigor and the insur- 
gents were forced to retreat to the woods. 
Melle failed to follow up the advantage 
gained, because he feared the retreat of the 
insurgents was made for the purpose of 
drawing him away from the sheltering cov. 
er of his fortress. 

Insurgents Reinforcing. 

Jacksonville, Fia., August 15.—A_ cable- 
gram to The Times-Union from Key West, 
Fla., says that private advices received in 
that city report that Mirabal, formerly a 
noted bandit. now with the insurgents, has 
been offered $50,000 and a free pass from 
the island by Martinez Campos if he will 
kfll Maximo Gomez, The matter was 
promtply reported to Gomez. 

Considerable excitement prevails in the 
Vuelta Abajo district. Indications are that 
several large bands will soon join the in- 
surgents. 

On the 12th instant the insurgents un- 
der the command of Bermudez captured the 
forts and burned the same in Santa’ Rita 
Villas district. Colonel Zebrico, reported 
killed by the government, has taken com- 
mand of the insurgents formerly command- 
ed by Garzon, who was killed at the battle 
of Pilaa. 

Roloff and a band of followers have de- 
stroyed all, communication between Sancti 
Spiritus and the rest of the island, A let- 
ter was received in this city last night from 
one of Roloff’s band, dated the 28th, stat- 
ing that they landed safely and had captur- 
ed several horses amd two carts, which they 
used to carry ammunition to the interior. 
The letter stated that they are encamped 
within twelve miles of Sancti Spiritus. Up 
to the date of the letter they had not been 
bothered by Spanish forces, whicpD has given 
them a much needed rest. They were re- 
inforced by Lagon and Solano with 200 
men. 

A messenger has been sert to Lino Perez, 
at present at Santa Clara province with 
1,000 men, to meet them near Santi Spiritus, 
when active operations will commence, 

During the early part of last week the 
guerrillas supported by merchants of 
Havana were badly cefeated by the insur- 
gents under Zayas in a hattle near Mani- 
caragua, in which the guerrillas lost ninety- 
oné p:en killed. Many of them deserted 
and joined the insurgents. On the 3d in- 
stant a party of seventeen laborers, while 
repairing railroad track at Ramblaco, be- 
tween Mevitas and Puerto Principe, were 
fired upon by the insurgents, who killed five 
and wounded three. The wounded were 
carried to Puerto Principe. 

The people of Baracoa, heretofore loyal 
to, the government, have contributed 800 
men to the insurgents, and grave fears are 
felt that an attack will be made upon the 
town.

BIERS WILL NOT GO TO PRISON 


On Account of Testifying Against 
His Prisoners in Crime. 

New Orleans, August 15.—Much specula- 
tion is indulged in now with reference to 
the final outcome of the case of Henry 
Biers, the well known capitalist who was 
convicted of perjury. He has not been 
sentenced but is still under guard at his 
residence. As a general thing the state 
of Louisiana, in criminal prosecutions, 
holds out no inducements to secure state's 
evidence. though it is understood that when 
the state accepts such evidence it extends 
clemency to those who were participants 
in the crime, but whose evidence assists 
the state in securing conviction. It is 
pretty certain some inducements were held 
out to Bier to make a confession which 
was later backed up by testimony before 
the grand jury, -implicating Maurice J. 
Hart, in his crime and there is little 
doubt that immunity had been guaranteed 
Bier and he will never go to the state 
prison. 

Bier was a thorough business man. Ev- 
ery letter, telegram, check, memorandum 
or receipt that related to any transaction 
in which he had an interest was religious- 
ly preserved, and when he went before the 
grand jury with his confession he was 
armed at’ all points with the proofs re- 
quired to corroborate his statements.

The Three Slayers of Dinkins Get Life 
Sentences. 


THEY HAD NO DEFENSE AT ALL 


Public Sentiment Was Against Them 
and the Gallows Before Them. 


BISHOP GALLOWAY ON THE RESULT 


He Advised That the Pleas of Guilty Be 
Accepted and That Life Imprison- 
ment Be Imposed. 


Jackson, Miss., August 15.—(Special.)—The 
people of the capital of Mississippi, except 
the immediate relatives of the deceased, 
were startled this morning by the authen- 
tic announcement of the sudden judicial 
conclugion of the atracious tragedy at 
Brandon, on Friday last. These words 
spread like wild fire throughout the city: - 
‘‘Marshall, Fox and Coleman plead guilty 
and will be sentenced to a life term in the 
penitentiary.”’ . 

It is stated that the defense being en- 
tirely without legal or moral grounds On 
which to rest their case in the.courts, made 
the proposition to the prosecution asking 
that the slayers of Dinkins be allowed to 
plead guilty of murder and accept a life 
sentence, While assured that the convic- 
tion and execution of the. accused would 
necessarily follow a fair trial, the state 
mercifully agreed to allow the criminals to 
suffer life imprisonment. This proposition 
was submitted to the brother of the de- 
ceased, who was present representing the 
family, and who came to Jackson last 
night in company with Hon. R. N. Miller, 
chief counsel for the prosecution, to. con- 
sult Bishop Galloway, cousin of the de- 
ceased. The bishop, while assured of a 
conviction to be followed by the death sen- 
‘tence, advised acceptance. He stated that 
if he were discharging the solemn functions 
of a juror, with a solemn oath to decide the 
case according to the law and the evidence, , 
he would be compelled to vote for a death 
sentence. As a man and a citizen he could 
not ask for the life of another, and ex- 
pressed the hope in conversation with The 
Constitution’s correspondent that this pun- 
ishment will subserve the great ends of 
justice and help to some higher apprecia- 
tion of human life in the state of Missis- 
sippi. 

The criticism of Hon. A. J. McLaurin, 
chief counsel for the defense, who is the 
democratic nominee for governor, is very 
fierce.

LYNCHING IN MISSOURI. 
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Emmet Divers, Who Murdered Mrs. 
Cain, Hangs from a Bridge. | 

Fulton, Mo., August 15.—The negro, Bm-" 
mett Divers, who murdered Mrs. Cain, was 
lynched at 1 o'clock this morning. Divers 
was met on the road as he was being taken 
here for trial by a mop who dragged him 
by force from the custody of the sheriff. A’ 
rope was quickly placed around his neck 
and he was hanged from the middle span of 
a high bridge, about nine miles east of heré. 

Three weeks ago, during the absence of 
her husband, Divers went to the farm and 
criminally assaulted Mrs. J. W. Cain and: 
then murdered her in a horrible manner, 
because she had resisted him, The evidence 
against Divers’ was more than circumstan- 
tial. When arrested by Sheriff Pierce he 
was taken to St. Louis, after several thrill-. 
ing escapes from the infuriated citizens. In 
jail at St. Louis the negro confessed to kill- 
ing the woman, but denied that he had 
criminally assaulted her. 

Placed on Exhibition. 

At 2 o'clock a howling mob of over 500 
horsemen rode into town with the body’ of 
the negro in a farm wagon. They followed 
the principal street to the nearest agiblic 
square, where the procession stopped. The 
covering was thrown off the wagon and a 
thousand people took turns in viewing the 
distorted features of the corpse. The 
march was then taken up to the fair: 
grounds, where, at the request of the mur- 
dered woman’s husband, the body was 
taken from the wagon and swung to a tel- 
egraph pole. There it remains swinging to 


and fro, surrounded by several hundred 
spectators.

An Agreement Reached by the Southern 
Magnates in New York. 


BUT ONE ISSUE IS NOW UNSETTLED 


The Georgia and Alabama’s Officers An- 
nounced—Other Interesting News 
of the Rail. 


' New York) August 15.—(Special.)—The 


Steamship Association reached a satisfact- 
ory agreement at the Oriental hotel, Man- 
hattan Beach, this morning, with the sin- 
gle exception of the question of differentials 
to be allowed the combined water and rail 
lines. The committee appointed on yester- 
day to confer with a representative of the 
Pennsylvania railroad and reach an agree- 
ment as to differentials reported today 
tuat it had not reached an agreement and 
asked more time. 

After settling all other points of differ- 
ence the convention adjourned to meet at 
the Waldorf on Tuesday next to receive 
&@ report from the committee on differen- 
tials. 

it is stated by a member of the conven- 
tion that it was agreed today that members 
would have to give sixty days’ notice of an 
intention to withdraw from the association, 
and it was also agreed that no changes 
Should be made in the agreement for one 
year without the unanimous consent of the 
members, but after the lapse of one year 
it shall only require a three-fourths vote 
to change the agreement in any respect. 

While in its face this seems to be a vic- 
tory for the Seaboard Ajir-Line, it is 
thought by others that the willingness of 
Mr. Spencer and Mr. Harry Walters, whe 
represent the f#uthern and the Atlantic 
Coast-Line—rival lines of the Seaboard— 
to accord these stipulations to the Sea- 
board must be taken as a little game vf 
policy, 

All that the rival lines of the Seaboard 
want is to get that road once more under 
the agreement to maintain rates, If, 
when the Seaboard is once under the agree- 
ment, it shows a willingness to abide by 
the rule, all is well,, for the concessions 
that have been made are simply matters 
that bear upon the machinery of the as- 
sociation—not upon the ultimate purposes 
involved, namely, the maintenance of rates, 

But it is noticeable here at the meeting 
that not untill the entire agreement has 
been signed will it be known whether or 
not the association will stand on the ar- 
ticles that have been proposed. It is known 
that the agreement as now Iaid before 
the members o&the association is far weak- 
er than the old agreement, It does not 
bind the roads as strictly. 

If these articles are adopted it remains 
to be seen whether the Louisville and 
Nashville and the western lines come into 
the association again. 

If they stay out, it is predicted that an- 
other association will be formed, consisting 
of the lines that enter the southern terri- 
tory from the northwest—meaning the Ohio 
river points. 

There hag been a meeting of the rate 
committee of the Southern States Passenger 
Association .in session here this afternvon, 
but the proceedings were dull and of but 
little interest to the general public, the 
members dealing chiefly with routine work 
and technical questions.

HOOKER AND BURKETT. 


A Democrat and a Populist Meet in 
Joint Debate. 


Meridian, Miss, August 15.—(Special.)— 
The city hall was filled tonight with dem- 
ocrats and a sprinkling of populists to hear 
a joint discussion betwpen Hon. Frank 
Burkett, the populist candidate for gov- 
ernor of Mississippi, and Hon. Charles E. 
Hooker, a prominent candidate for United 
States senator, The speakers were intro- 
duced by Hon. W. H. Hardy. 

Burkett opened the discussion in a speéch 
of one hour. He declared his love for the 
traditions of the democratic party, but 
argued that'its party record gave little hope 
of the accomplishing of the remonetization 
of silver—a measure about which there was 
great division and controversy among the 
democrats. He charged that the demo- 
cratic party had voted down eleven silver 
bills in the past nine years. His speech 
abounded in the usual charges indulged in 
by the populists against thé democratic 
party, but had little effect upon the large 
audience present. 

When Colonel Hooker arpeared before the 
eudience he was greeted with deafening ap- 
plause. He discussed in am able and eloquent 
manner the great questions before the peo- 
ple and showed to the satisfaction of those 
present, if the demonstrations of the au- 
dience are to’ be taken as an indication, 
that the only hope of the country was 
through the democratic party. 

He believed the national convention would 
declare for the remonetization of silver and 
that through the democratic party the 
country would eventually have restored to 
it the double standard, and that this great 
country would have the free coinage of 
silver as well as gold. 

Captain Burkett is justly regarded as the 
brainiest man in the populist party in Mis- 
sissippi, and the democrats here feel jubi- 
lant over the result of the discussion be- 
tween him and Colonel Hooker tonight. 


SIBLEY IN NORTH CAROLINA. 


The Pennsylvanian Speaks to a Large 
Crowd at Cary. 

Raleigh, N. C., August 15.—The silver 
meeting at whieh J; C. Sibley, of Pennsyl- 
vania, was bodked to speak today was quite 
seriously interferred with by forbidding 
weather. Mr. Sibley and Senator Marion 
Butler, accompanied by about 100 people, 
went from here to Cary, eight miles distant, 
where they found about 2,000 people. But 
for the weather there would have been at 
least 5,000. 

Speeches were made in the morning by 
State Senator J. M. Newberne, ex-president 
of the State Alliance; W. A. Graham, trus- 
tee of the State Alliance business fund; 
Cyrus Thompsen, president of the State 
Alliance and contestee for the congres- 
sional seat from the third district, dnd Sen- 
ator Marion Butler. 

At 1 o’clock Senator Butler introduced 
Mr. Sibley, who consumed two and a half 
hours in speaking, during part of which 
time the crowd had to raise umbrellas. But 
they never moved from their seats and the 
speaker took no apparent notice of the 
rain. He dealt with the silver problem 
almost exclusively and what he said was 
punctured with applause that was limited 
only by the capacity of the hands and 
lungs of the audience. Save as to the 
payment of warm respects to Secretary 
Carlisle and John Sherman, the address 
was of non-partisan character, and was a 
strong appeal for unity of all <lements 
which desire and demanded the restoration 
of silver to the position it occupied in the 
monetary laws of the country prior to 1873. 

“We have nine million votes,’’ Mr. Sibley 
said, “but they are now divided by political 
prejudice and partisanism. How can we 
hope for anything if we shall continue to 
stay divided? We are waging a fight which 
is of more importance, and which will be 
attended by more far-reaching results than 
any fight ever made by the American peo- 
ple. We can win—we must win—in 1896, or 
we will never win. Already the plan is out- 
lined for taking from a large volume of 
our present currency its legal tender quali- 
ties. This is to be followed by an issue.of 
$500,000,000 of gold bonds, interest and prin- 
cipal to be paid in gold. There is something 
less than four thousand millions of gold 
in the world, and of this amount the Roths- 
chlids own more than one-half. If the 
issue of five hundred millions of gold bonds 
should be made, there would then be a debt 
of one thousand three hundred millions 
of dollars, all of which must be paid in 
gold. Where will the people of America 
get the yellow metal to discharge this aw- 
ful obligation? The final result would be 
one of the greatest evils and disasters 
which can afflict living mankind—either 
repudiatton or revolution.” 

The speaker paid his respects to Secre- 
tary Carlisle: He read from a copy of 
the secretary’s speech that part which re- 
ferred to a conspiracy formed in England 
to demonetize fromthree-fourths to one-half 
of the metallic money of the people and 
which would prcduce greater disaster than 
all the wars, pestilences and famines ever 
did. “‘Yes, Mr. Secretary,” said he, ‘you 
then had a prophetic eye. But now you are 
sent over the country to teach the doctrine 
of Clevelandism. The glare of gold has 
diramed his vision; the yellow halo of 
Rothschilds seeks it for the crown. Did I 
say his vision was obscured? Look at the 
prophecy of ‘Greater disaster than pesti- 
lence and famine’ made nearly twénty 
years ago. Then look at the conditions of 
today. Has not that prophecy been literal- 
ly fulfilled and does the course of the sec- 
retary today indicate that he realizes the 
truth of what te said then?’ 

Severe on Sherman. 

In his reference to the course of Sena- 
tor Sherman on the financial question

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PORT ROYAL DRY DOCK. 


Am pHfitrite Successfully 
Docked Yesterday. 

Beaufort, S. C., August 15.—The first offi- 
cial test of the big government dry dock on 
Paris island, two miles below Port Royal, 
was made today. The United States monitor 
Amphitrite was successfully docked in the 
presence of the official board, consisting of 
Captain W. C. Wise, of the Amphitrite; 
Engineer P. C. Asserson and Naval Con- 
structor J, F. Hanecom. ! 

There were several thousand spectators 
present, made up of excursionists from 
Charleston, Savannah and Augusta. The 
Amphitrite under her own steam, assisted 
by a tug and tow ropes, went into the dock 
at 3 o’clock p, m. The monitor drew fourteen 
feet of water and there was not the slight- 
est hitch in docking her, Captain C. H. 
Rockwell, commander of the naval station, 
and the members of the board said that 
they could, of course, make no authorita- 
tive statement regarding the tests at this 
time, but none of them hesitatéd to ex- 
press the satisfaction which they felt over 
the entire success attending upon the work 
done today. The Port Royal dry dock has 
attracted much attention because of the 
fact that it is the largest government 
dock in America. The depth of the hold of 
the dock from the surface to the subgrade 
of the floor is thirty-eight feet; its ‘width at 
subgrade is sixty feet; at the surface 126 
feet; its length is 5S60cefeet. Captain Rock- 
well says that any vessel in the new navy 
might readily be docked and repaired in it, 
and it is expected that the battleship Indi- 
ana will be docked here for repairs in @ 
few weeks, The capacity of the pumps 
with which the water is drawn from the 
docks is 70,000sgallons per minute, and under 
favorable conditioms the dock could be 
drained by them in fifteen minutes, but the 
pumping today continued for three hours, 
as it was considered best to make the first 
trial as deliberately as possible. After the 
bottom of the Amphitrite has been cleaned 
she will be withdrawn and then enter the 
dock again for a second test. This will 
be made tomorrow, the vessel remaining on 
the blocks all of Saturday. The Amphitrite 
will sail northward Monday. A ball will 
be given the officers of the vessel by the. 
people of Beaufort tomorrow evening.

Maryland Republicans Made Short 
Work of It. 

Cambridge, Md., August 15.—The repub- 
lican state convention met here today 
4o nominate a state ticket, dispatched its 
business promptly and adjourned sine die 
at 4:30 o’clock p. m. Hon. Lioyd Lowndes 
was nominated for governor on the first 
ballot. Harny M. Clebaugh was nominated 
or attorney general, also on the first bal- 
and Robert F. Graham, of Wicomico 
county, (eastern shore), for comptroller. 
The Lowndes faction dominated the con- 
vention. That was shown on the choice 
of temporary chairman, who was John C.

It was 
expected that a financial plank would be 
incorporated in the platform, but the com- 
mittee decided to leave that feature for 
the nominee of the convertion to handle 
in his letter of acceptance. 

A paragraph favoring a protective tariff 
upon a revenue basis had been prepared, 
but it was omitted and the platform is 
confined entirely to questions of state 
politics.

The Republicans of Charleston County 
Pat Up a Ticket. 
Charleston, S. C., August 15.—(Special.)— 
The republicans held a.convention today 
and placed a ticket in nomination for dele- 
gates to the constitutional convention, the 
election for which will be held on August 
2th. The ticket is George W. Murray, ex- 
congressman; H. W. Purvis, Rev. George 
C. Rowe, Rev. J. H. Welch, Rev. J. H. 
Impolard, Rev. W. W. Beckett, W. J. 
Grant, butcher; W. D. Crum, physician, 
and R. *‘W. Memminger. The last named 

is the only white man on the ticket. 

It is announced that the object of put- 
ting out the ticket is to get evidence to 
contest the convention in the counties. 
Under the new law passed by the reform- 
ers to put Charleston in the black dis- 
trict all the negroes on the sea island will 
vote in Charleston. With anything like a 
full vote the republicans could easily out- 
vote the whites in the new Charleston. 


FRENCH GIVE NO ASSISTANCE 


Im Getting at the Facts in the Waller 
Case. 

Washington, August 15.—The United 
States government is meeting fresh im- 
pediments in its efforts to get at the facts 
preliminary to the imprisonment of ex-Con- 
sul Waller by the French authorities. The 
temporizing attitude of the French min- 


‘4stry in not furnishing Ambassador Eustis 


a copy of the evidence on which Waller 
was convicted in Madagascar has been 
supplemented by a refusal on their part 
to permit him to visit Waller in the prison 
at Marseilles, although he has made more 
than one effort to secure that privilege with 
a view to expediting the case. Information 
to this effect has reached the state depart- 
ment, but no explanation of the refusal 
can be obtained, it is said, beyond the ex- 
istence of the strict pr.son rules to which 
Waller is subjected. As matters stand at 
present Mr. Eustis ‘has encountered at 
almost every point a seeming unwillingness 
on the part of the French authorities to 
assist him in his investigatidn of the case. 


OFFICERS LOANED TO THEMSELVES 


Queer Transactons of a Bank at 
r Memphis. 

Memphis, Tenn., August 15.—Charges of 
criminal acts and queer methods are now 
made in connection with the broken Bank 
of Shelby, a state institution with an al- 
leged paid up capital of $65,000 and with de- 
posits of $95,000. The doors were closed last 
Thursday and the bank is in the hands of 
an assignee. It gave out as the amount 
of assets $137,000, with liabilities of $107,000 
and amount of cash on hand $56. The day 
of the crash the bank was open for busi- 
mess one hour and 4t has developed 
through litigation that deposits were 
received almost to the very moment the 
doors were closed. 

The assignee found the books in a mud- 
died condition and will not be able to de- 
termine the status of affairs for ten days. 
The bill of assignment, however, shows 
that a reckless and questionable policy pre- 
vailed in making loans. E. B. Lair, the 
cashier, is on the list of debtors for $16,000, 
which is past, due and practically unse- 
cured. He is said to owe over $20,000. J. 
B. Williams, the president, owes $7,000 on 
his own account, while outside concerns in 
which he interested are indebted to the 
bank for several thousand more. 

President Willams was until a year ago 
county trustee and has been for years a 
political leader. His influence secured de- 
posits among the democratic masses and 
the call on him for accommodations by 
political friends was also heavy. The bank 
was regarded as a eemi-political institu- 
tion. Many of its directors are worth 
nothing.

Had Not Been Respited. 
BLADE'S WOUND IS NOT DANGEROUS 


A Diamond Design Which Coleman Got 
from Macon Jewelers Is Heard 
from in Missonri. 


Macon, Ga., August 15.—(Special.)—It was 
expected that Sheriff Jones, of Twiggs 
county, would come to Macon today for 
Mrs. Nobles and Gus Fembles, to take them 
to Jeffersonville to be hanged tomorrow. 
Shortly before the Macon and Dublin train 
left Jeffersonville this morning for Macon 
Sheriff Jones heard that the prisoners had 
been respited by the governor and he de- 
cided that there was no use to come here. 

Attorney: Marion Harris returned from 
Atlanta last night and this morning gave 
the orders for respite to Sheriff Westcott 
to be delivered to Sheriff Jones on his ar- 
rival. As the sheriff of Twiggs did not 
come to Macon today, the orders will be 
mailed to him at Jeffersonville. Parties 
arriving in Macon today from Jefferson- 
ville say that there are no murmurings of 
discontent over the respite of the prisoners, 
but persons were heard to say that had 
Mrs, Nobles alone been respited, the hang- 
ing of Gus Fambles tomorrow would never 
have been permitted, but he would have 
been rescued from the sheriff. 

A Negro Drowned. 

This morning about 9 o’clock a negro 
boy, Bud Robertson, aged twelve years, was 
drowned in’ the Ocmuigee river at the foot 
of Fifth street, near the bridge. He was 
on the steamer Enterprise fishing. 

Mr. Slade’s Wound. 

Mr. J. J. Slade, who was so severely cut 
yesterday by Mr. Minter Wimberly, is 
resting as comfortably today as could be 
expected. No serious results are apgre- 
hended. Mr. Tom Slade, roadmaster of the 
Southwestern, who was absent yesterday 
from the city at the time of his brother’s 
difficulty, returned this morning and went 
immediately to the Pierpont house to see 
his brother. There was no hearing of the 
case this morning at the recorder’s court, 
but the frial of both Messrs. Wimberly 
and Slade has been postponed until Mr. 
Slade is able to be in attendance. 

Diamond Thief Coleman. 

Among those who were recently victim- 
ized by the diamond thief, J. C. Coleman, 
were the jewelers, J. H. & W. W. Wil- 
liams, of Macon, who shipped by express 
$185 worth of diamonds to Coleman. Today 
Messrs. Williams received a letter from 
Colonel W. W. Hulbert, of Atlanta, super- 
intendent of the Southern Express Com- 
pany, informing them that he had been 
notified that Sheriff J. L. Hogue, of Ran- 
dolph county, Huntsville, Missouri, has in 
his possession a diamond scarf pin, lamp 
post design, like the one the Macon jewel- 
ers shipped to Coleman. The Messrs. Wil- 
liams will probably not take any action to 
recover the pin, but will leave that to the 
express company to do, as they are suing 
the company for the full value of the dia- 
monds shipped to Coleman. This suit is 
set for trial next month in the city court 
of Macon. Ryals & Stone represent the 
Messrs. Williams.

A FRUITLESS MISSION. 


An “Inspired” Correspondent Discov- 
ers a Mare’s Nest in Alphretta. 


Alpharetta, Ga. August 15.—(Special].)— 
Considerable gossip has been indulged in 
here during the past few days by the mis- 
sion of an Atlanta newspaper correspondent 
who came to report a speech Which The 
Atlanta Journal of last Monday announc- 
ed that Hon. George R.. Brown, of Chero- 
kee, would make on Tuesday. 

The correspondent was a member of The 
Journal’s editorial staff and he arrived 
here on Tuesday. He was surprised on ar- 
riving in town to find no outsiders, and 
he inquired as to the whereabouts of the 
crowd. 

“What crowd?’ he was asked. 

‘Is there not a public speakiaog here to- 
day?’ 

“Not that we know of,” he was told. 

“What about George Brown?” he 
quired. 

“We do not know anything abcut it,” 
they said, “‘and if he is to speax here to- 
day this is the first we have heard of it.” 
But it seems as if a few of those who are 
on the gold standard side were Iccking 
for Mr. Brown and the corresponlent, It 
is understood they heard from Weshington, 

The correspondent spent the day in the 
city, and in the afternoon returned by con- 
veyance to the nearest railroad station 
from whkence he departed for Atlanta. 

It leaks out today that the correspondent 
had received definite information frem the 
proprietor of The Journal, who is the sec- 
retary of the interior, that Mr. Brown 
would speak here on Tuesday, A _ well- 
known representative of the gold standard 
forces who has been here says that Hon. 
Hoke Smith telegraphed The Journal to 
have a staff representative at Alpnaretta 
on Tuesday to get Mr. Brown’s spech. 

There is an air of mystery about the 
whole thing, but Mr, Brown’s friends here 
knew that the reports misrepresented him. 
The other side have been making queer 
claims, but they have been entirely discred- 
ited by Mr. Brown’s friends, It is presum- 
ed that the fact that Mr. Brown's father- 
in-law, Colonel McAfee, was rccently ap- 
pointed a deputy collector, is 
the cause of the _ false reports which 
have been circulated concerning 
him, and since several wel-kncewn 
Georgians have been caught in the patron- 
age net, some of them did Mr. Brown the 
injustice to think that he, too, had sur- 
rendered to a minor appointment, which is 
naturally ridiculed by his many friends in 
this county, 

At any rate, Mr. Brown was not here on 
Tuesday, and the “inspired’’ telegram from 
Washington announcing that he would 
speak and that a sensational report should 
be made about it, as evidence of the fact 
that ‘“‘the tide was turning,’’ proves to have 
been entirely unfounded. :

A YOUNG GIRL’S FIGHT. 


Attacked by an Old Servant, She Suc- 
cessfully Defends Herself. 

Waycross, Ga., August 15.—(Special.)— 
State Transfer Guard B. H. Pearson passed 
through here tonight on his way to the 
state penitentiary camp in the vicinity of 
the Okefinokee swamp near Talkston. He 
had in charge William Hunter, who was 
sentenced to twenty years’ hard labor by 
Judge Bower for an attempted criminal as- 
sault on Miss Nellie Fleming, the sixteen- 
year-old daughter of James Fleming, near 
Camilla. Hunter made the assaut about 
two weeks ago. He was arrested and tried 
at once. Miss Fleming was at work in a 
potato patch on the morning of the trou- 
ble, and Hunter, a middle-aged negro who 
had been on the place eleven years, was 
plowing the potatoes. The potato patch was 
about two hundred yards from the house. 
Some fruit. trees partially concealed the 
house from view. Hunter left his plow and 
approached the girl very timidly and ask- 
ed her what he was to do next. Before she 
could reply he caught her by the waist and 
tried to embrace her, The young lady 
screamed as soon as the negro started to 
catch hold of her. The negro became great- 
ly excited and did not seem to care for 
screams. He tried to force her to the 
ground, but she resisted with all her might. 
Hunter then became alarmed and the girl 
filled the air with piercing screams. Miss 
Fleming struggled desperately to release 
herself from his arms and her fight for her 
honor’s sake was heroic. She fought him 
with great effect. Finally her screams 
frightened the negro away and she went as 
fast as she could to the house. 

The Constitution’s correspondent talked 
with Hunter tonight and obtained his side 
of the story. Hunter said he was not ar- 
rested until the next day, and that the girl 
never told her story until the evening be- 
fore the arrest. He said he did not try to 
assault the girl and that had he done such 
a thing he would have left at once. The 
people in the neighborhood where che as- 
sault was made wanted Hunter sentenced to 
te hanged. Threats were made of lynching 
nim and a trial was called as quickly as 
possible,

Two Brooks County Men Fighi—One 
Gets Cut. 

Quitman, Ga., August 15.—(Special.)—A 
great sensation was created here today 
over a fight between John Hampton, a 
farmer who lives about thirteen miles in 
the country, and A. P. Hatcher, a livery 
man of this city. Hampton received three 
cuts with a pocket knife, one of whcih may 
prove fatal. Hampton shot at Hatcher 
once. 

The fracas was stopped by the interfer- 
ence of friends before any further damage 
was done. It seems that Hampton left his 
horse with Hatcher to feed. Hampton 
ealled for the horse thia afternoon and° 
accused Hatcher of not feeding him. 
Hatcher called Hampton a liar. Hampton 
struck Hatcher and’ Hatcher drew his 
knife and went to work. Two warrants 
have been sworn out for Hampton, one for 
assault with intent to murder and the 
other for carrying concealed weapons.

Printers and the Sheriff Get After It and It 
Suspends—Wasthe South’s Oldest 
Afternoon Paper. 


Augusta, Ga., August 15.—(Specialj—The 
Augusta Evening News issued no paper to- 
day. It is seriously embarrassed financially 
and several days ago the sheriff posted a 
notice on its front door of the foreclosure 
of a mortgage. The closing today was pre- 
cipitated by the typographical union, which 
ordered the men to work no longer. They 
have not been paid off for a long time. It 
is not stated that the suspension is final, 
but it is generally believed to be so. 

Since the death of Colonel Bill Moore, 
who was the chief owner and guiding spirit 
of the paper, and the departure of Mr. 
Thomas R. Gibson, who was from its incep- 
tion its charm and its passport to popular- 
ity, the tenure of the paper has been un- 
certain. The new meh who were placed in 
charge found it hopelessly involved, and 
all their efforts have been under most dis- 
couraging circumstances, Nearly a score of 
years ago The Evening News was founded 
by Messrs. Moore, Gow and Weigle. It was 
the first afternoon paper in the south. Judge 
Gibson, now consul to Beirut, was the local 
editor and in the course of years came to 
be the backbone and mainstay of the pa- 
per, giving to it the popularity it enjoyed. 
Mr. Weigle’s interest was bought by the 
other partners several years ago. The 
death of Mr. Moore and the departure of 
Mr. Gibson left Mr. Gow sole survivor of the 
original organization, Mr. Gow formerly 
conducted a job printing business, and from 
the organization of The Evening News the 
paper was printed in his job rooms. He was 
not & hewspaper man himself, and in the 
trying financial times that have oppressed 
every branch of business he has been una- 
ble to weather the storm. 


AN EPIDEMIC REPORTED. 


Smallpox Reported To Be Bad in Mis- 

sissippi—Rome Gossip. 

Rome, “Ga., August 15.—(Spectal.)—A 
great deal of alarm has been excited by a 
letter received here from Meridian, Miss., 
Stating that a virulent epidemic of smallpox 
is raging there. 

The letter was received by Jim Loyd, of 
this place, whose brother is a yardmaster 
at Meridian and states that there had been 
up to yesterday sixteen deaths and that 
there were sixty cases developed up to that 
time. 

According to his statement the existence 
of the expidemic has been kept quiet until 
it has assumed such fearful proportions 
and is playing such havoc among the peo- 
ple that there is a regular stampede. 

All who have been able to get away have 
left the town, so the letter states, and 
others are trying to get away from the 
terrble scourge, which continues without 
abatement, and every effort to put a stop 
to it seems unavailing. 

Meridian being directly connected with 
Rome ‘by railroad and there being a great 
deal of travel through there to and from 
the west it has éxcited much interest here. 

Quite a number of Rome people have 
relatives and friends in Meridian and much 
anxiety has been caused by the report 
which comes from such a reliable source. 

The authorities here will keep a strict 
lookout for any appearance of the disease 
nearer home and will wait for further re- 
ports from Meridian with much interest. 

A Colonial Exhibit. 

The Xavier chapter, Daughters of the 
American Revolution, have decided to get 
up an exhibit for the exposition that will 
be unique and full of interest, provided the 
board of managers sustain their proposed 
plan, 

They propose if it meets with the ap- 
proval of the management, to have a 
colonial exhibit embracing a number of 
rare old heirlooms of revolutionary and 
colonial days. 

Mr. J. A. Rounsaville, at whose sub- 
urban home the last meeting was held, has 
secured a long list of articles for ex- 
hibit. Grandfliithers’ clocks, miniatures, 
articles of dress, china, silver, the gun 
which killed Colonel Ferguson at King’s 
mountain, and a number of other things. 

If the plan succeeds they will hire a hall 
and give an exhibition here in Rome to 
raise funds with which to defray the ex- 
penses of an exhibit at the exposition. 
About the first of September they will 
give their colonial tea for the purpose of 
raising funds, and by that time they will 
decide whether or not the exhibit will be 
made as a colonial exhibit or simply as 
a part of the Rome exhibit. 

Attempt To Enter Floyd Jail. 

Last night about midnight some un- 
known parties were discovered by Sheriff 
J. P. McConnell attempting to enter the 
stockade which surrounds the main build- 
ing of Floyd county jail. 

The sheriff's residence is in the jail build- 
ing. He was attracted by the noise and 
going to a window called out to know 
who was there. Tie parties apparently 
failed to hear his challenge. He called to 
them again, when thay.found that they 
were discovered and broke to run. The 
sheriff fired at them as they disappeared 
in the darkness, heading up the Oosta- 
naula river. 

The sheriff hastily summoned assistance, 
and securing dogs, he and Deputy Sheriff 
Williamson went in search of the parties, 
but their search was unsuccessful. 

The supposition is that they intended to 
break into the stockade and try to liberate 
or assist to liberate some of the prisoners 
confined in the main building.

The Call tomorrow will say: ‘‘Man- 
ager Timberlake’s last day at the Hotel 
St. Simon was not one of sunshine and 
roses. His creditors, the Grocers’ Associa- 
tion, of Atlanta, came down like a thou- 
sand bricks on the head of the hotel. Man- 
ager Timberlake made money during the 
past season and from the present outlook 
he wants to retain it. Bailiff Leavy went

SPALDING’S COURT ADJOURNS. 


The Grand Jurors Have Very Little 
Comment on the New Jail. 


Griffin, Ga., |August 15.—(Special.)—The 
August term of Spalding superior court 
adjourned yesterday afternoon, after the 
Shortest session of its history. In less 
than five working days Judge Beck went 
through both the civil and criminal dock- 
ets and disposed of nearly every case. In 
fact, court was ready for adjournment by 
Tuesday afternoon, but the grand jury had 
not finished its work and could not hand 
in its presentments. 

It was confidently expected, in view of 
the judge’s remarks upon the subject in 


his opening charge, that this jury would 
make rather an elaborate report upon the 
condition of the jail and would be very 
likely to recommend the building of a new 
one, Contrary to expettations, they passed 
it over with small comment in regard 
to its age, lack of modern improvements, 
etc. By way of rebuke the judge ordered 
Sheriff Morris to fix the bonds of prisoners 
as low as possible, thus reducing the num- 
ber of inmates to a minimum. In speak- 
ing of the body’s action in this matter, the 
foreman said that as the people of the 
county had expressed their will by vote 
quite lately the grand jury thought that 
sufficient for the present. 

During the meeting of the city council 
yesterday afternoon several very important 
matters came up for action. Among other 
things was an ordinance put through its 
first reading regulating the electric light 
and water plants, the adoption of which 
will cause some very radical changes in 
those departments. R. W. Champion was 
refunded $100 on his liquor license, forfeit- 
ed during the encampment. By far the 
most important matter was in regard to the 
contract with the county commissioners 
for working the ¢ity’s streets with the 
chaingang. Upon this subject was had 
some pointed discussion, and important 
measures were adopted in regard to it. 

it is rumored upon the streets that at no 
very distant day the Central railroad will 
again assume control of the Chattanooga, 
Rome and Columbus and put on a through 
schedule from Chattanooga to Griffin, and 
possibly on to Savannah. In such an event 
Griffin probably will be made division head- 
quarters again and some of her old citi- 
zens brought back here. Persistent inquiry 
failed to confirm or disprove the report. 

Superintendent Camp’s string of convicts 
was considerably increased during the term 
of court just ended. Some half a dozen 
able-bodied hands were added to his force.

Continuing Lord Salisbury said: ““‘We have 
a right to feel the deepest indignation over 
the outrages in China. The emperor of 
China has caused his minister in London to 
convey to the British government an _ ex- 
pression of the extreme horror and in- 
dignation with which he heard the news 
of the crimes and to announce his resolve 
to Punish speedily and condigniy every 
guilty person, and there is every reason 
at present to believe that the Chinese 
government is in earnest. 

‘Should any different indications as to 
China’s intentions become apparent,”’ Lord 
Salisbury said, “it would be the duty of 
her majesty’s government to try to supply 
the defects resulting from the neglect 
and luke-warmness shown. 

“At present they could only wait and 
watch.’”’ 

The premier strongly condemned the re- 
cent cruelties in Armenia and said that 
England wished to maintain the Ottoman 
emplre and the sultan would.be committing 
a calamifous mistake if he declined to 
listen to the earnest advice of the powers. 
The address in reply to the queen’s speech 
Was agreed to. 

Speaker Gully Read It. 

The speaker read the queen’s speech in 
the house of commons. Mr. Gavin Brown 
Clark, radical, raised an objection to the 
passage referring to outrages on English 
missionaries who, he said, were really 
Scotch and Irish, 

Speaker Gully overruled the objection. 

The Hon. T. Wodehouse Leigh, conser- 
vative, eldest son of Lord Newton, moved 
the address in reply to the queen’s speech. 
The motion was seconded by the new con- 
servative member for Hackney, Mr. T. 
Herbert Robertson, 

Before debating the address in reply to 
the queen’s speech, Sir Richard Webster, 
the attorney general, mad2 a motion for 
the production of a copy of the conviction 
of and judgment against John Daly, who 
is now serving a sentence for treason and 
felony, and who was returned as a mem- 
ber of parliament for the city of Limer- 
ick in the last election. Sir Richard also 
asked for the production of a certificate 
from the gcvernor of Portland prison that 
Daly is still undergoing sentence there. 

John Redmond, Parnellite member for 
Waterford city, said he recegnized this 
motion as being merely a formal one. 
Nevertheless, as the first stepin proceedings 
aiming to override the unanimous selec- 
tion of the electors of Limerick, he would 
protest: against it by calling for a divi- 
sion of the house. 

The motion was carried by a vote of 314 
to 177. 

Daly a Dynamiter. 

Mr. Dajw was arrested when in posses- 
sion of dynamite bombs. He was tries 
with J. F. Egan and others at the War- 
wick assizes, in 1834, convicted of treason 
and felony and sentenced to penal servitude 
for life.

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ABOUT CUBA'S WAR. 


Mr. L. D. Morse Takes Issue With a 
Recent Interview. 


SAYS IT IS A FIGHT FOR LIBERTY 


Not All of the Great Leaders in the Move- 
ment Are Negroes-—Tells of Some 
Able White Leaders. 


The interest that is being manifested in 
the progress of the Cuban revolution is 
on the increase and the Cubans who are 
residents of Atlanta are watching the move- 
ments of the Spanish troops very closely. 

What the  ffinal result will be is, of 
course, not yet to be seen, but the Cubans 
are hopeful. In President Palma they have 
the greatest confidence, and they are mak- 
ing large contributions to the funds that 
are being raised with which to carry on 
the war. 

They are daily in communication with 
Cuban authorities, and are well posted on 
the progress that the insurgents are mak- 
ing. 

Dr. Lucius D. Morse, one of the best 
posted men in the city en Cuban affairs, 
was seen yesterday, and tells an interesting 
story of the revolution. Dr. Morse said: 

“In your issue of Sunday, August Iiith, 
there appeared under the title, ‘One View of 
Cuba’s War,’ an article inspired by state- 
rents emanating from an alleged Cuban, 
touching upon the origin and personnel of 
the present revolution, which statements 
are in the main so misleading, so calculated 
to belittle the struggle for liberty now go- 
ing on in the island of Cuba, and to preju- 
dice such of your readers as may not 
chance to be thoroughly informed regarding 
the movement, that, in the name of justice 
and truth, I am'‘sure you will be glad to 
give a little of your vabuable space to a 
correction of the erroneous impressions 
conveyed by the article in question. 

“The Constitution’s ‘Cuban’ informant, 
during the course of the published inter- 
view, is reported as saying: 

“*Your people think the insurgents are 
making a fight for liberty. They imagine 
that those rebels are struggling to throw 
off the yoke of an oppressive country; that 
they are trying to rid themselves of the 
burden of unjust taxation. 

“It is not a fight for liberty. It is a fight 
for power being waged by a lot of irrespon- 
sible adventurers—negroes. 

*“*It is a movement led by negroes. The 
first man in command, Jose Maceo, is a 
The second man in command, his 
brother, Antonio Maceo, is a negro, und the 
third man in command is a regro. Ne- 
groes, and if they were in America, they 
would not stand as high as many deserving 
negroes in this country.’ 

“A word as to the Maceos. The two 
brothers, Antonio and Jose, are both mu- 
lattoes. It is perfectly true that they are 
generals in the insurgent army. They are 
so by sheer force of military genius and 
experience. In the last Cuban revolution, 


which closed in 1878, after ten years’ fight- | 


ing, with the convention of Zanjon, these 
two men, trrough native ability and con- 
spicuous bravery, rose from the ranks— 
Antonio to the grade of general, Jose to 
that of colonel. Both were mere boys when 
they jcired the insurgents, Antonio not 
more than sixteen years of age, and Jose 
still younger. Jose was captured before the 
close of hostilities, deported to the mother 
ccuntry and after languishing four years 
in a Spanish dungeon, succeeded in es- 
ceping to France and afterwards to 
the .United States. Antonio, at 
the close of the war, passed to the ser- 
vice of the state of Honduras. These two 
men are the only colored officers of rank 
in the revolutionary army, .Neither one nor 
the other is chief in command. That posi- 
tion is held in the present struggle for 
liberty, as in the last, by that able er- 
ganizer, brilliant strategist and wary diplo- 
mat, General Maximo Gomez. Under him 
are serving among others General Masso, 
General Marquis de Santa Lucia, General 
Henry Brooks (an American from Boston), 
in the cavalry service, General Roloff, a 
Polander, General Sanchez and General 
Garcia, all white men. 

‘The revolutionary army of Cuba is as 
cosmopolitan as the famed ‘Legion Etran- 
gere,’ of France. In it are serving today 
representativer from a full score of differ- 
ent nationalities. There are Englishmen, 
Scotchmen, Irishmen, Germans, French- 
men, Italians, Russians, Austrians, Portu- 
guese, Mexicans, natives from all the 
South American republics and from the ad- 
jacent islands of the Antilles. There is 
even a Chinese contingent, numbering 300

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‘The Detachment from Fort McPherson

Colonel Kellogg, commandant at Fort 
McPherson, has not definitely determined 
when he will move the United States troops 
from the military post to the exposition 
grounds to take charge of the government 
reservation at that point. 

Two companies of the Fifth regiment now 
Stationed‘at the military post will be de- 
tached from the service at the post 
throughout the exposition and will be lo- 
cated at the government building in the 
grounds. ‘The first detachment will be on 
duty at the exposition grounds for a little 
less than a month, and then will be re- 
Heved by another detachment consisting of 
two companies. In this way every private, 
as well as officer, at the post will have an 
placard to see the show in every de- 
ail. 

The order from the war department for 
the removal of: the troops has not yet been 
received at the post. An order for the re- 
moval, however, has been on file at the 
post: for some time, but the day of remov- 
al was not fixed in that order.

Mary Wingetts Tells a Startling Story of 
How She Was Deceived. 


HER ALLEGED BETRAYER UNDER ARREST 


He Denies the Story Eatirely, But Was 
Placed Under Bond by 
Justice Foute. 


Yesterday afternoon before Justice of the 
Peace Foute, Charley Mitchell, the young 
car conductor who is charged with ac- 
complishing the ruin of Mary Wingett, 
waived a preliminary hearing and gave 
bond in the sum of $500. The bond was 
signed by the young, man’s brother, Officer 
Mitchell, of the police force. 

The charge upon which Mitchell was tried 
is a most serious offense, and at his door 
has been placed the responsibility of a das- 
tardly crime, It is claimed that under the 
pretense of love and on account of a mock 
marriage, that he is said to have had per- 
formed, he accomplished the ruin of Mary 
Wingett, an innocent young girl. As a re- 
sult of his sin, the girl is now in a most 
deplorable and pitiable condition at her 
mother’s home, 

Bhe and her family claim that Mitchell, 
who was an inmate of their home, inveigied 
the girl into a mock marriage, and that after 
he had betrayed her confidence and had 
succeeded in accomplishing her ruin, he left 
her in distress. She was abandoned just at 
the time that she was in the greatest necd 
of a protector, and in her illness that has 
followed the birth of her child, it is claimed 
that she has suffered on account of lack of 
attention. 

Pitiable is the story that has wrecked her 
happiness and will probably result in death 
to the unfortunate woman. 

About twelve months ago, in a little vine 
covered cottage at the corner of Luckie and 
Thurmond streets, Mary and her mother 
lived happily. Charley Mitchell became a 
boarder in the home of his brother’s fami- 
ly. who occupied another portion of. the 
house. The young man was a pleasant com- 
panion for the young girl, and she soon 
found that she was lonely without him. He, 
too, appeared to be happiest when in her 
presence, and as time sped by he told her 
of his love for her. She reciprocated his 
affection, and it waa determined that they 
should marry. 

Mrs. Wingett says that on several occas- 
ions the young suitor for her daughter's 
hand asked that Mary be allowed to become 
his bride. Mrs. Wingett objected on account 
of her daughter’s age, and the young man 
was firmly refused his request. 

Finally young Mitchell decided that he 
would ask the girl to run away with him. 
He told her of his plans and she accepted the 
proposition. Arrangements were made, and 
it was decided that they should go to the 
house of Mrs, Carson, on Forsyth street. 

A Mock Marriage Performed. 

On Memorial Lay, the 26th of last April, 
it is said that Mitchell and the young girl 
appeared at the home of the lady. A person 
who gave his name as Dr. Robins, and 
claimed to have peen the pastor of the First 
Methodist church, was in waiting, and it is 
stated that in the presence of Mr. and Mrs. 
Carson the marriage was performed. The 
girl said she thought that the marriage was 
legal and regarded Mitchell as her husband. 

The young couple asked all to keep the 
matter of their marrjage secret. Finally 
Mitchell was taken sick and ther it ‘vas 
that the story leaked out. He wag not in 
a financial condition to support his young 
wife, and was compelled to live with his 
brother. 

In a short time Mrs. Wingett moved to 
Greeneville and with her went her daughter 
and son. It was a sad parting that took 
Place between Mary and Mitchell. 

The girl wrote the man many letters and 
received in reply letters from Mitchell 
signed “‘your loving husband.’ The girl 
was taken ill, and though her husband was 
asked to come to the bedside of his wife, 
he did not come, and explained his con- 
tinued absence by saying that he was ill 
himself and was not able to make the trip. 
While in Greeneville unto her was born a 
son, and it is stated that Mitchell wrote 
her a long letter of congratulation on the 
advent of .the heir. 

About two months ago Mrs. Wingett 
moved back to Atlanta, and with her came 
Mrs. Mitchell and the bright. little boy. 
In the meantime Mitchell continued to 
write that he was iil. 

Heard That He Was Married. 

As Mitchell failed to make an appear., 
ance his young wife became alarmed and 
she had an investigation made that resulted 
in a frightful discovery. 

Mr. Frank Wingett, her brother, made 
some inquiries about the ill husband, when 
to his horror he found that Mitchell had 
married another. The fact was kept from 
the ears of his sister, but the truth was 
finally told, and she immediately became 
worse, She was delirious and frenzied 
with grief. Her sobs were frightful to hear, 
~g it looked for a time that she would 

e. 

Late Wednesday night the young man 
was arrested by Detectives Looney and 
Cason and was placed in a cell in the sta- 
tion house. The detectives spent several 
days searching the records of the ordinary’s 
office hoping that they would find that the 
marriage was not a mock marriage, and 
the report that Mitchell had married 
another would be found to be false. In 
this they were disappoinged, No record of 
the marriage of Charles Mitchell to Mary 
Wingett was to be found, and they ceased 
their searching. Mitchell was arrested at 
his home on Eads street. 

Mitchell Denies the Ceremony. 

Mitchell claims that no Marriage cere 
mony was performed and that the girl has 
made a misstatement when she Says that 
they were married or that she thought they 
were. He says that he can easily prove 
that he did not seduce the girl and that no 
trap was set for her. 

Mitchell has been in the employ of the 
Atlanta Traction Company as a conductor 
on the cars of that corporation and has 
been living in the city for quite a number 
of years. He is a young man well known 
to the car men of the city and wasa favor- 
ite with many of the men. 

Strange to say, Mrs. Carson, at whose 
home the mock marriage is said to have 
occurred, is dead and her husband, who 
was present at the ceremony, has left the 
city. An effort will be made by the friends 
of the girl to have Mr. Carson located in 
order that his testimony can be secured, 

Mitchell will be tried for seduction and it 
is probable that on account of the disap- 
pearance of the witnesses that the girl 
claims were present at the ceremony, it 
will be quite a legal fight that will be made 
to substantiate her story.

New York, August 15—.The tone of the 
spot market in Liverpool was easier this 
morning with sales of 12,000 bales, Middling

steady at 2-64d decline, and closed at about 
242 points decline and quiet and steady; Au- 
gust, anu September, 3.5614 buyers; last 
year, 3.47-64@3.48-64. Manchester reported 
yarns quiet and unchanged; cloths in mod. 
erate demand. The liquidation of yesterday 
had created a feeling of uncertainty among 
the local traders, and they are at sea re- 
garding the future course of prices. Acting 
upon the publication in Liverpool of a 
Statement by Mr. Neill, of London, that 
the bureau condition of the crop was not 
correct that market declined 2 to 3 points 
to recover a portion of the decline at the 
close of business. This weakness abroad 
Was expected to cause a decline here of 
from 6 to 10 points, but to the astonish- 
ment of the trade prices refused to decline 
more tnan 2 to 3 points from yesterday’s 
quotation, and this decline was quickly re- 
covered when the selling for foreign ac- 
count ceased. The temper of the market is 
decidedly bearish, based upon the idea that 
we should at least have some reaction from 
present prices before a further advance, and 
as the majority of the trade have parted 
with their holdings it is not surprising that 
this reactionary temper governs the mar- 
ket at the moment. Our crop advices show 
no improvement. Our mail today contains 
eighteen poor crop reports from North Car- 
olina, Georgia, Mississippi, Arkansas and 
Texas, while we have one good crop report 
from Georgia. The largest cotton planter in 
the Mississippi valley, and in fact in the 
cotton belt, expects this season to raise 
two thousand bales less cotton than he did 
last season, while poor accounts are now 
coming to hand from the country between 
Memphis and Vicksburg. They complain in 
that section of lack of bottom crop on the 
plant, due to wet weather in July. 


Riordan & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 

New York, August 15.—(Special.)—The 
market continued unsettled and nervous to- 
day and Liverpool called a halt in her ad- 
vance and our opening was a slight decline. 
This, however, was quicky recovered and 
at one time during the forenoon prices were 
quiet and firm and fuily five points above 
the opening figures.

During the last hour 
talk of a good cash demand for shipment 
saved the market and helped prices up 
again. September wheat opened at 6d%c, 
sold between 655 and 66%c, closing at 66%-- 
u%,c higher than yeste.day. In the sam- 
ple lot department prices averaged firm 
without much change from yesterday. 

Corn closed firm today, the motive appear- 
ing to be derived from wheat. The early 
trading was devoid of strength, buyers 
finding it ditlicult to muster courage in the 
face of everything that has been said of the 
tine crop and big yield.

How To Mount a Wheel. 

“There are various ways of mounting, 
and it is well for a woman to know several,”’ 
said a wheeling director, ‘Fhe one usually 
learned first is the simplest. The rider 
stands to the left of the machine, tiltinggt 
slightly toward her, and takes a firm hold 
of the handle bars, The right pedal should 
be in a descending position, and she should 
piace her foot on it, give a litthk push 
with the left foot and step into the seat, 
always remembering to be deliberate and 
to take plenty of time to arrange the skirt. 
The weight of the body forces the pedal 
down and gives the wheel a rapid start, 
80 that, by the time the rider is seated, 
she catches the left pedal, The women 
who ride the diamond frame, or bloumer 
wheel, have a decided advantage in mount- 
ing, because those who ride loop trames 


.cannot Mount in any way except the cone 


described. The diamond frame mount is 
grace itself. To see a woman in a well- 
fitting bioomer suit mount from the step 
with the skip is a charming sight. She 
heids the -wheel in front of her, grasping 
the handle bars firmly, and places the left 
feot on the step. .As she gently pushes the 
wheel forward by the leverage of her right 
foot, which is on the ground, she raises her- 
‘self into the saddle. To do this pfoperly 
the right pedal should be at its highest 
point, so that when she drops into she sad- 
die it has made one complete revolution, 
and the right fopt catches it before it de- 
scends the second time. 

“The pedal mount is the quickest and 
most graceful of all mounts if well done, 
but if it is not done with great rapidity 
the strain on the machine ‘is, great, The 
rider should hold the wheel off at a slight 
angle from her, and, of course, grasp the 
handle bars firmly (always do this in any 
kind of mount), As the left pedal is de- 
seending to its lowest point step quickly on 
and vault lightly into the saddle, allowing 
the right foot, which, by a simple easy 
motion is thrown over the bar, to fall upon 
the descending right pedal. 

“The vault mount is for trick riders, ond 


I would not advise any woman to practice 


it unless she is an acrobat. It is ugly and 
clumsy, except when done by a trickster, 
end is very straining on a wheel, The way 
to do it? Why push the wheel off from 
you and jump on the saddle. The great 
thing for women to observe in mounting is 
deliberation, and if they will observe ex- 
perts they will see them mount and dis- 
mount without haste or hesitation. It is 
positively dangerous for a woman not to be 
adle to mount on either side of her wheel, 
and it is more dangerous still for her not 
to know how to dismount from both right 
and left. The usual rule in dismounting 
is to step from the left pedal when it is 
at its lowest point, but there are many 
times when it is absolutely necessary to 
Step from the right one. Instead of vault- 
ing and cutting ridiculous didoes on wheels, 
it is much better to learn things that will 
Prove useful in case of an emergency.”

Dur- 
ing the eight years following, I worked in- 
doors and out to save the extra expense 
of hired help; fought prairie fires spring 
and fall, until ready to drop with exhaus- 
tion, to save our property from destruc- 
tion; worked half the night. at times from 
midnight till morning, helping to make 
‘smudges’ to keep the frost away from 
the ripening grain; faced blizzards, that 
strong men did not dare to combat, in or- 
der to reach the barn and feed and weter 
the famishing stock, while my husband was 
caught and detained in fown by the riorm; 
cooked each summer and fall for harvest- 
ers and thrashers; made and sold hun- 
dreds of pounds of butter; raised chickens 
and sent bushels of eggs to market each 
year; and, in fact, did everything and econ- 
omized in every way, as only a farmer’s 
wife can, to help tide over the bad years 
and drought and frost, and save our land 
from the greedy maw of the mortgege com- 
pany which would certainly have devour- 
ed a part of it had it not been for this 
help. All this time I endured all the in- 
conveniences connected with the making 
of a new home, together with the dangers 
and privations of pioneer life. Anji now I 
have the supreme satisfaction of know‘ng 
that my husband owns a whole section of 
fine, fertile land in this beautiful new

northwest, free from debt, while, in: law, 
I do not possess a single foot, nor can I 
say to whom it shall belong when I am 
eqgne.. We are childless.”’

Committes of Citizens Preparing To En- 
tertain Them Royally, 


ARRANGEMENTS FIXED’ YESTERDAY 


State Geologist Yeates Speaks and Tells o - 


the Plansand Purposes of the 
Organization. 


The committee of citizens appointed to. 
make arrangements for the reception and 
entertainment of the American Association 
of Mining Engineers, which will convene 
in Atlanta October 8th, met yesterday af- 
ternoon-in the directors’ hall at exposition 
headquarters. 

The association is regarded as one of the 
most representative organizations dated to 
come south during the exposition seasan, 
and from their coming it is expected that 
the state will be benefited and an impetus 
of no small moment given to the mining 
industry of the south. : 

Composed as it is of men purely’ of the 
scientific class, men through whose agency 
the resources of the country have ben 
developed, this association will be welcom- 
ed here with all the hospitality character- 
istic of Atlanta. 

The citizens’ committee, appointed by the 
chairman of the local committee, is com- 
posed of. Messrs. Hoke Smith, Clark How- 
ell, C. A. Collier, H. H. Cabaniss, W. A. 
Hemphill, W. H. Venable; Forrest Adair, 
8. M. Inman, John W- Grant, E. P, Cham- 
berlin, R. B. Bullock, F. P. Rice, R. D. 
Spalding, 8S. W. Goode, M. F. Armstrong, 
R. F, Maddox, C. &. Harman, and R. F. 
Beecher. 

The full committee was not present, how- 
ever, yesterday afternoon, but the e:ilusi- 
asm was great, and definite plans were 
laid for the entertainment of the members 
of the association during their stay in At- 
lanta, 

Colonel R. F. Maddox was chosen chair- 
man of the committee, and Professor W. 
S. Yeates was made secretary, 

Professor Yeates Explains. 

Professor Yeates, who is the state geolo- 
gist and the chairman of the local com- 
mittee, composed of the five men who are 
members.of the association in Atlanta, 
made an interesting talk explaining the 
object of the association. 

He said that the organization was exclus- 
sive and made up of the most scientific 
men in the world. Before this the associ- 
ation had met only in the north and the 
west. Only once had it been south, when 
ic was called at Chattanooga several ycers 
ago. At that time excursions were mude 
over Tennessee and the northwestern “part 
of Georgia, From this trip the sections 
visited had been materially benefited, for 
in several placés new resources were dis- 
closed and new enterprises followed. 

Georgia was a good field for their work. 
The practical good derivative from their 


visit rested not only upon their observa- 


tion of the territory adjacent to this sec- 
tion, but there were papers of a scjeniific 
nature read each day, and these were very 
often valuable contributions to scientific 
literature, ae 

“All of these men are anxious to see the 
south,”’ continued Professor Yveites. “a 
have heard from some of them 4nd they are 
impatient for the time to come when the 
association will be calied together. 1 know 
that it will be a time, when everybody will 
be buay and rushed—that is the reason wry 
we should look after,.the entertainment of 
these members of the association the nicre, 

“Before they get hére all definite steps 
should be taken, and the programme ar- 
ranged so that there will be no hitch during 
their four days’ stay here. 

“The local committ@e will, of course, co- 
operate with the citizens commyttee, I 
have seen Mr. Venable, and it is assured 
that there will be a barbecue given to the 
association at Lithonia, One day will be 
spent here looking at the quarries and 
another will be passed at the quarries of 
the North Georgia Marble Company. On 
their outing trips the country will be in- 
spected, and if there are deposits of any 
kind, they will be discovered.’ 

Professor Yeates went on to tell of the 
personnel of the association. The Southern

REVIVAL OF WHITECAPISM. 


The Revenue Officers Intend To Make 
a Sweep of the Country. 

It begins to look as if the reign of terror 
inaugurated by the whitecaps in Murray 
county is about to return, 

The revenue officers are making a close 
search for the men who fired upon George 
Bryant and Willis Dockery several nights 
ago. They have not been successful as yet, 
but they intend to make a clean sweep of 
the country. 

Little doubt is entertained as to the char- 
acter of the men who did the shooting. The 
assault was made from ambush and under 
thle cover of darkness, and the men at 
whom the shots were fired were known to 
be men who had given information to the 
revenue officers, 

It was the evident intention of the white- 
caps to put an end to the lives of the two 
men. The shooting occurred near the prem- 
ises of J. S. Worley, a brother of the man 
who was murdered in such a foul manner 
two years ago. If the men had taken bet- 
ter aim a double tragedy might have been 
recorded on the country road. 

Bryant and Dockery both live in Gilmer 
They are men of good character 
and are known to be law-abiding citizens. 
They left their homes last Saturday night 
on an errand which carried them into Mur- 
ray county, little dreaming of the foul con- 
spiracy that wag already in process of for- 
mation. - 

The courage of the whitecaps in renewing 
their outbreaks in Murray county is due, 
no doubt, in a measure to the fact that no 
proceedings have taken place against them 
in the federal court for several months. 
During this long interval they have had 
abundant* opportunities for gathering 
strength and for making a thorough canvass 
of the moonshine district. ’ ; 

Unless the officers are prompt the revival 
of whitecapism in north Georgia will re- 
sult in something more serious than any- 
thing heretofore recorded. No stone will be 
left unturned by the officers in searching 
for .the men who figured in the ‘conspiracy 
to kill Bryant and Dockery.

Those who saw the player at his post 
yesterday bore constantly in mind the 
memory of his last appearance here, for 
it marked one of the saddest tragedies 
of the diamond that has ever been known. 

On the: day before, nine years ago, while 
guarding the initial bag for the Atlanta 
team Lewis Henke was fatally injured ina 
collision with Marr, who was running for 
first. From these injuries Henke died 
within thirty hours after the accident hap- 
pened. It was a death ,which carried 
with it all of the saddest elements that 
surround the sudden taking off of one 
who has grown into popular favor, and 
which carried with it an almost uni- 
versal expression of sorrow in the com- 
munity where that death occurred. 

The season of '85 found the race between 
Atlanta and Nashville for the pennant 
decidedly more interesting than the race 
of today.* Mr. Grady was then alive, 
and along with Mr. Charles A. Collier 
and others, was at the head of the team, 
while the Nashvilles were handled by Mr. 
Cherry, now of The American, and other 
gentlemen equally prominent. 

Before the first of Augsust came around 
it was an assured fact the race for the 
pennant was between Atlanta and Nash- 
ville. It was a fight close and warm, and 
on the i4th of August of that year the 
Nashvilles came to Atlanta for a series 
of three games. The race was then very 

‘close between the two cities and a large 
delegation of Tennesseeans came along 
to see the battles. Henke was playing 
first base for Atlanta and Marr on the 
Nashville team. During the game Marr 
in trying to reach first ran into Henke 
and hurt him so badly that he was com- 
pelled to leave the game. At first it was 
mot known that Henke was so badly hurt 
No one thought that his injuries were of 
' @ fatal nature ard the game went on, the 
spectators yelling for the players as the 
plays ‘were reeled off. Still there was 
quite a feeling manifested against Marr 
by the Atlanta spectators as Henke was 
carried from the field. 

Henke was taken to the Weinmeister 
hotel, where he was living, and late that 
afternoon it was given out by his physi- 
cians that his condition was critical. The 
news quickly spread and later in the even- 
ing it required a detail of police officers 
to keep the sidewalk in front of the house 
clear of the friends of the players, who 

wanted to know the latest from his bed- 
side.

The Los Angeles Herald Telis of 
Judge Haight’s Death. 

The recent death of Judge Will Haight, 
which occurred a few days ago on the Pa- 
cific slope, has called forth many expres- 
sions of grief from his countless friends 

and admirers in this city. 

‘these will be interested in the following 
brief clipping from The Los Angeles Her- 
ald: 

“A bright light in the American world of 
law wernt out. yesteraay, and a scholarly 
gentleman ceased to live wnen Judge Will 
maight, the well-known lawyer, 
his home on Eightn street and Vermont 
avenue. Judge Haight had been in this c.ty 
for only one year, put he had made scores 
of warm acquaintances and faithful friends, 
notable among them the _ widely known 
George J. Dennis, United States 
district attorney, to whom Judge Haight 
was appointed assistant by Presiaent Cleye- 
land, and the Hon, C. W. Eldridge, of Mas- 
sachusetts and California, the celebrated 
authority on United States internal revenue 
laws. Judge Haight leave a widow and 
three chilaren. 

“Judge Haight was born in New York not 
yet forty years ago, and began life there 
as a telegraph messenger voy. By applica- 
tion to telegraphy in odd moments he be- 
came an operator, and by reason of his abil- 
ity became “confidential operator for Jay 
Gould. From that responsible position le 
went to a situation in the department of 
justice at Washington, where he rose to 
the position of chief clerk. He had been 
studying law industriously, and when he 
finally. moved to. Atlanta, Ga,, he became 
United States attorney for the state. When 
Grover Clh@eland was elected president, 
Judge Haight was succeeded by the son of 
Senator Benjamin H. Hill, but he was sub- 
sequently appointed master of chancery 
and United States commissioner. Broken 
down in health and overworked he came 
to southern California to die. Consump- 
t.on followed hard on pneumonia, but the 
inaefatigable man could not remain idle 
and had hardly been here two months when 
he went back to Washington and returned 
with an order appointing him assistant to 
the United States district attorney, Judge 
Haight was a pleasant gentleman ‘and a 
sound lawyere and all who came in contact 
with him join with his family in mourning 
his death.’

MR, WILKINS COMPLETES HIS PLANS 


The Coluthns Will Be Upin:a Few Days. 
The Figures That Will Be Repre- 
sented On Each. 


Mr. Grant Wilkins has just finished a task 
which required a great amount of patience, 
taste and skill. 

It was the work of designing and locating 
the various_columns to be placed about 
the exposition grounds. These columns 
will be placed around the plaza and on 
the stairways, leading to the prominent 
buildings. 

The columns will be twenty-two feet six 
inches in height and the figures surmount- 
ing them will be ten feet. All columns, in- 
cluding the figures, will be white with few 
exceptions and the designs are artistic and 
very attractive. ; 

On the stairway on the east front of 
the agricultural bwilding ‘facing the plaza 
there will be placed two columns of Doric 
design surmounted by two figures repre- 
senting ‘Agriculture’ and “Industry,’’ the 
capitals being embellished with agricultural 
suggestions. 

At the south end of che same building 
tnere will be columns with figures of 
“Commerce” and “‘Progress.”. On the stair- 
way leading from the plaza on the south 
end there will be columns topped by fig- 
ures of “Comedy” and “Dance.”’ These will 
be nearest to the midway and suggestive 
of that popular feature. Stairway south- 
east side of the plaza figures of ‘Soldier’ 
and ‘Sailor’ on columns of Ionic design. 
At the main gntrance at Fourteenth street 
two immense grifiins will guard the en- 
trance. On either side of the stairway 
leading to the plaza on the north side of 
the Georgla state building, there will be 
two columns embellished with agricultural 
designs illustrative of the products of this 
state, surmounted by heralds with uplifted 
trumpets. 

At the north end of the stairway leading 
to the fine arts and government buildings 
two Ionic columns upon which are to be 
placed figures cf ‘‘America.”’ On the sec- 
ond flight columns with figures of “Law” 
and ‘“‘Eloavence.” At the head of the 
first stairway leading from the fine arts 
and government buildings will be placed 
four figures on columns representing ‘‘Vic- 
tory.” At the southeast corner of the fine 
arts building is to be placed a high Co- 
rinthian column surmounted by an im- 
mense figure of a phoenix in bronze, the 
gift of Mr. W. H. Mullins, of Salem, O., 
which is to remain after the exposition 
and which he has presented to the city of 
Atlanta. 

At the stairway leading from the manu- 
factures building columns surmounted by 
figures representing ‘Fisheries’ and 
**Mines.’’ 

At the lower stairway leading immediate- 
ly up to the fine arts building there will 
be figures on Corinthian columns repre- 
senting ‘Painting’ and “Sculpture.” 

On the two stairways leading immediate- 
ly up to the government building figures 
upon Corinthian columns representing 
respectively ‘““‘War” and “Peace,” ‘Justice’ 
and “Liberty.” On the stone terrace on the 
west side of the plaza figures representing 
“Spring,”’ “Summer,” “Autumn” and 
‘“‘Winter.”’ 

On this terrace will be placed the mu- 
sic stand for the exposition and around 
the circle will be placed figures represent- 
es “Art,” “Music,” “Poetry” and “Paint- 
ng.” 

‘At either end of the bridge across the 
lake there will be placed upon the buttresses 
immense griffins holding in their claws 
illuminated shields. 

In front of the main entrance at Four- 
teenth street there is to be placed a figure 


‘of Columbus ten feet in height. 


On the space in front of the manufact- 
ures building there will be placed a group 
representing “Justice,’’ “Law’’ and ‘“‘Mer- 
cy.”’ ese will be upon a pedestal 
fourteen feet high and will be of propor- 
ticnate dimensions. 

In front of the east end of the north en- 
trance of the machine building a figure 
of a lion rampant, and opposite the en- 
trance of the west end of the same building 
a figure of Vulcan ten feet high leaning on 
his anvil. 

In the plaza between the machinery and 
mines and forestry buildings in front of 
the German village there will be placed 
a statue of Germania as a compliment to 
exhibitors of that country anda the Cer- 
man residents of the state. Immediately 
in front of the fine arts building there 
will be ager upon the buttresses two 
statues of standing lions in bronze, which 
are said to be of excellent design and mag- 
nificent proportions. 

All of these figures are being made by 
Mr. W. H. Mullins, of Salem, O., and will 
greatly enhance the beauty of the grounds.

CHARGED WITH FORGERY THIS TIME 


He.Passed a $50 Check Upon Mr, Genter 
and the Check Was Turned Down 
at the Bank. 


J. J. Wimbish, a negro detective and 
Possibly one of the shrewdest negroes that 
has ever been locked behind the bars of 
the police station, was arrested yesterday 
morning on the charge of forgery. 

Wednesday night Wimbish gave Mr. L. 
C. Genter, a bartender on Broad street near 
Mitchell, a-check for $50 that was drawn 
upon the Atlanta Trust and Banking Com- 
pany in favor of himself, and signed by 
W. W. Calwell. Wimbish asked that Mr. 
Genter advance him the money on the 
check, as the banks were closed and he 
was in need of money. 

Genter went to his cash drawer, and 
upon an examination found that he had 
cnly abouw® three dollars in cash on hand. 
He told the negro that he could not cash 
the check, but could let him have $3.50, 
and would give him the balance the next 
morning. This proposition was accepted 
by Wimbish, and Genter handed him the 
amount he had promised and the negro 
left the bar, saying that he would call the 
following day and get the balance due 
him. 

Next day the check was found to be a 
forgery. 

Mr. Genter said nothing, but waited for 
the return of Wimbish.

Wimbish said that he had been working 
for the man Ca!well for some time, but 
refused to say what was the character of 
the work he had been doing. 

Wimbish Is Shrewd. 

Wimbish has a reputation as a detective 
that is not by any means enviable. It will 
be remembered that Wimbish is the negro 
who so cleverly deceived the sheriff of 
Celumbia county in South Carolina. At 
the time Wimbish was in that county and 
was supposed to have been trying to ac- 
cecmplish the arrest of a crimnial that he 
claimed he was after. But instead of cap- 
turing the man it is claimed that Wimbish 
took possession of a lot of goods that did 
not belong to him. 

At any rate, he was arrested on the 
charge of larceny and placed in jail. 

Wimbish eates the turnkey one day and 
took theofficial /into his confidence. Wim- 
bish told the turnkey that his name was 
not Wimbish, but that he was Robert Wizg- 
gins, who was an escaped convict from 
the Chattahoochee camps, near Atlanta, 
and there was a reward of several hun- 
dred dollars outstanding for his arrest and 
The turn- 
key at once reported the conversation that 
had occurred between himself and the ne- 
gro, and from an examination of the rec- 
ords it was seen that a convict named 
Robert Wiggins had escaped, just as the 
negro had stated to the turnkey. 

The large reward that had been offered 
for the return of Robert Wiggins caused 
the sheriff to bring Wimbish to Atlanta 
on the next train. When Atlanta was 
reachéd Wimbish stopped off the train with 
the officer. 

“Take these handcuffs off,” said Wim- 
bish. “I am not Wiggins: I am Wimbish. 
I have fooled you. Now, you can’t take 
me back unless you can obtain requisition 
papers. Turn me loose.” 

The truth of the situation s'owly dawned 
and the sheriff could do nothing else than 
give the negro His liberty. The following 
day application was made for reguisition 
papers, but they were not granted, and the 
sheriff left that afternoon for Lis home 
without Wimbish. 

Since that occurred Wimbish has been in 
the city and has not been in any serious 
trouble. It is very probable that he is now 
in close quarters and unless he can find 
the whereabouts of the unknown man Cal- 
well, he will be tried for forgery.

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The Firemen’s Benefit Tuesday Night a 
Great Success. 


THE RETURNS ARE NOW ALL IN 


The Siieieahieet' bine Association of the Firemen 
Is In a Flourishing Condition. 
The Officers. 


It was a snug sum that was realized 
by the Firemen’s Benevolent Association 
from the entertainment given at the 
Grand, The net receipts were $315, which 
is @ great assistance to this deserving as- 


* sociation. 


The entertainment was the annual bene- 
fit of the association and proved to be more 
than successful. It has been the custom 
of the association to give one entertain- 
ment a wear. 

The association has been organized since 
1887, about two years after Cap Joyner 
took charge of the department. It was he 
who suggested the organization and work- 
ed hard for the association and who has 
now brought it up to its present standing. 
He was made president at the beginning 
and has held the office ever since, much 
to the gratification of the members. 

The associations are all local affairs and 
have no connection with the similar de- 
partments of other cities. They are all on 
the same plan and are organized for the 
purpose of taking care of sick and in- 
jured firemen. 

If a fireman is injured in any way 
so that he is unable to work he is given 
$5 a week during the time he is away 
from his post. If a fireman dies his wife 
gets $50; if the wife of a fireman dies he 
gets $30 to defray the funeral expenses; 
if this child dies he gets $20. 

As a laddie’s life is in constant danger 
and as he never knows when he is likely 
to be injured or be taken sick from ex- 
posure, the association is a needy con- 
nection to the departments. 

No one is allowed to belong to the as- 
sociation except firemen. While they are 
not required to be members all the regu- 
lar force belong to the association, which 


“makes the membership about ninety-two. 


The officers watch the interest of the 
association and they are always alert, 
seeing what can be done to aid the asso- 
ciation. The present officers have held 
their respective offices since the organiza- 
tion. 

The vice president is Mr. M. R. Murry, 
of No. 2 engine house, who has been with 
the Atlanta company for several years 
and is recognized as one of its veteran 
members. 


Mr. Jacob Emmel, foreman of hook and 


| ladder No. 1 and chief of the exposition 


force, is the secretary and treasurer 
the association. The members are 
satisfied with the popular secretary 
will continue, no doubt, to keep him in 
office as long as he remains in the de- 
partment. He was made secretary at the 
organization of the association. A few 
treasurer was 
combined with that of secretary and now 
Mr. Emme! holds both. 

None of the officers receive any salary 
and the work they do for the association 
is all gratis. It is impossible for the as- 
sociation not to flourish under the guid- 
ance of such officers. 

The only dues required by the association 
is the $6 initiation fee. The money used 
by the association is made by giving en- 
tertainments similar to the one held at 
the Grand. It is the custom to give one 
entertainment a year and the receipts of 
it are put in the treasury and used in cases 
of necessity.

FROM VIRGINIA TO MISSISSIPPI, 


The South Atlantic and Gulf States 
Flooded with Showers. 
Yesterday's rain presented a peculiar

The mingling) of sunshine and showers 
throughout the day produced frequent mag- 
ical effects, but the promise of: each beam 
of light was quickly followed by a heavy 

rain. 

For two days the weather has been ex- 
tremely moist, and the effect, while bene- 
ficial to the corn crop, is rather hurtful 
to cotton. 

The official crop bulletin will, no doubt, 
give a gloomy account of the situation next 
week.

A GOVERNOR WHO CAN’T VETO. 


Ohio's First Executive Was Deprived 
of a Power Never Since Restored. 
“Tt is a fact not generally known,” said 

a prominert member of the Ohio Society 

the other day to a New York World report- 

er, “that the governor of my state is the 
only governor in the United States who 
rules without the veto power. Since Ohio 
has been a state no governor has ever had 
the power of veto. This peculiar fact was 
the result of a still more peculiar cause. 

It dates back nearly 100 years, to the days 

when General Arthur St. Clair was terri- 

terial srovernor of Ohio. 

“In those days the fee for marriage li- 
censes was $2 and, according to the law, 
it went into the pocket of the governor, 
Two dollars was a heap of money then 
and was calculated to discourage more 
than one lad who was apprenticed and re- 
ceived in pay only his board or such as had 
served their apprenticeships and were earn- 
irg sakeries of $2 and $8 a month. The 
legiglature consisted of a general assembly 
and a legislative council, the latter cofr- 
responding to the New York senate. 

“The general assembly concluded to re- 

peal the fee grant, but not wishing to de 
prive the governor of this considerable 
source of revenue, two bills were passed, 
one abclishing the law and another increas- 
ing the governor's salary a corresponding 
amount. 
“Governor St. Clair signed the one pfro- 
viding for the increase of his salary and 
vetoed the other. The general assembly 
rose in its might and passed the bill over 
the governor's veto; the legislative council, 
for some reason, sustained the governof,. 
But revenge was soon had. The first con- 
stitutional convention was held shortly af- 
ter and most of the members of the ter- 
ritorial general assembly were members 
of it. The veto power was abolished. Fif- 
ty years later, in 1852, another constitu- 
tional convention was held, but all  at- 
tempts to incorporate a veto power into 
the constitution failed. That $2 marriage- 
license affair was engraved into the peoples 
hearts. Anc there you have the reason 
for never hearing of a veto by an Ohio 
governcr.’’
